VINES 


For trellises, arbors, stone walls, lattice fences, and other supports, 
the following plants are variously useful, each in its own way. It is 
noteworthy also that many of these plants might also be called 
rambling plants, as, if not afforded support, they :ramble about all 
over the ground, making them useful as well for covering banks, and 
clothing unsightly locations, where this type of plant might be more 
desirable for use than the more upright shrubs. Climbing Roses are 
listed in a later section. Plants marked (T) are twining plants that 
will require a trellis, arbor, or similar support around which they can 
climb. Plants marked (R) are suitable for use as ramblers to cover 
walls or unsightly ground areas.
